BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER 
COMPARISON OF NOVEMBER, 1931, WITH OCTOBER, 1931, AND WITH NOVEMBER, 1930 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices in November showed, on balance, an increase of 1-9 per cent. 
as compared with October, and a decline of 5-0 per cent. as compared with November, 1930, the index numbers for 
the three months being 64-0, 62-8 and 67-4 respectively (1924 = 100). 

The course of price changes from November, 1930, to November, 1931, in the several groups of commoditiesis

The increase of 1°9 per cent. in the index number for 
November, as compared with the previous month, 
follows the rise in October, when an increase, as com- 
pared with September, of 5-2 per cent. was recorded. 
The index for November (64:0) is higher than that for 
any previous month of this year, with the exception of 
January (64:3). 

Although the index number for the whole month of 
November shows a continuation of the upward trend 
of wholesale prices which began in the last ten days 
of September, there was some falling off in the prices 
recorded in the second half of November, as compared 
with those quoted at the middle of the month. Index 
numbers based on a direct comparison with prices 
ruling in the period immediately prior to September 21 
(the date when the sale of gold by the Bank of England 
ceased to be obligatory) have been compiled for the 
period from September 21 to the end of the month, and 
for the eight weekly periods ended October 10, 17, 24 
and 31, and November 7, 14, 21 and 28. Results are 
shown in the following table for the groups of food 
and industrial materials, the base period being 
September 1-19: —

It will be seen from the above tables that food prices 
in the weéks ended November 7 and 14 were, on 
average, about 8 per cent. higher than in the first 
three weeks of September, but during the last two 
weeks of November there was an appreciable decline, 
the index for the week ended November 28 showing a 
rise above the base period of only about 5 per cent. 
for all articles of food. Comparing the indices for the 
food groups in the week ended November 28 with those 
in the week ended November 14, the decline was largest 
in the case of cereals (3-7 per cent.) and smallest for 
meat and fish (1°3 per cent.). 


Prices of industrial materials rose sharply in the 
carly part of October to a figure representing about 
6 per cent. above the prices in the base period, and by 
the week ended November 21 the increase had mounted 
steadily to about 9 per cent. There was some reduc- 
tion in prices in the last week of the month.

It will be seen from the above table that, with two 
exceptions, viz., “‘ meat and fish ’’ and “* other foods,”’ 
each of the groups shows an increased average in 
November as compared with the previous month, the 
most noticeable features being the advances in the 
prices of cereals of 9 per cent. and of textiles, other 
than cotton and wool, of 7-7 per cent. 


As compared with a year earlier, the largest varia- 
tions in the groups were decreases of 20 per cent. for 
meat and fish, of 8-3 per cent. for cotton, of 11°7 per 
cent. for miscellaneous industrial materials, and 
increases of 8 per cent. for cereals, and of 6°6 per cent. 
for coal. 


A comparison of the 150 price averages for November 
with those relating to October shows 73 increases and 
88 decreases, the 53 articles of food accounting for 23 
of the former and 25 of the latter. Of the 23 increases 
in food prices, four were of less than 5 per cent., 12 
were of between 5 and 15 per cent., four were of 
between 15 and 20 per cent., and three were of between 
20 and 25 per cent. Of the 25 decreases, 14 were of 
less than 5 per cent., nine were of between 5 and 10 
per cent., one of between 15 and 16 per cent., and one 
of 24 per cent. The averages for industrial materials 
show 50 increases and 13 decreases; 36 of the former 
were of less than 5 per cent., 11 were of between 5 and 
10 per cent., two were of between 10 and 15 per cent., 
and one of between 17 and 18 per cent. The 13 
decreases were each of less than 4 per cent. 


MovEMENT OF ComMmopITy PRICES 


The table on page 741 shows the average monthly 
wholesale prices of 60 principal commodities included 
in the index. 


A summary of the 150 commodities for which price 
quotations are included in the compilation of the index, 
together with the composition of the eight groups to 
which they then related, appeared in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
April 24, 1930 (page 551). It should be noted, how- 
ever, that separate index numbers have since been 
compiled for coal and for wool, and these items are, 
therefore, no longer included in the respective groups 
of ** other metals and minerals ’’ and “‘ other textiles.”’ 
There are now ten groups for which separate index 
numbers are compiled, and the numbers of items 
included in each of these groups is shown in the 
preceding table. 

In regard to cereals, the largest variations in the 
averages of the quotations for November, as compared 
with October, were increases of nearly 20 per cent.

for straight-run flour, ex-mill, London; of 14 per cent, 
for yellow La Plata maize, of 16 per cent. for Northerp 
Manitoba wheat, No. 2 description, and of nearly 12 per 
cent. in the “‘ Gazette Average “ price of English 
wheat. The ‘‘ Gazette Average ’’ price of English 
barley was lower by about 4 per cent. 


In the ‘‘ meat ’’ group lower average quotations were 
shown for each of the items included, the most notice- 
able being a reduction of 14:5 per cent. (9s. 6d. per 
cwt.) in the price of Danish green bacon. Scotch beef, 
short sides, was cheaper by nearly 4 per cent. (3s. 64d. 
per cwt.), Argentine chilled beef cheaper by nearly 
10 per cent. (5s. ld. per cwt.), New Zealand lamb by 
9 per cent. (7s. 384d. per cwt.), and English mutton by 
7 per cent. (6s. 14d. per ewt.). Among ‘‘ other foods,” 
Cheddar cheese was dearer by 7 per cent. (6s. per cwt.), 
while New Zealand butter was cheaper by about 4 per 
cent. (5s. 4d. per cwt.), and Danish butter by nearly 
2 per cent. (2s. 4d. per cwt.). Trinidad cocoa and sugar 
(Tate’s cubes, London) were cheaper by 4 and 2 per 
cent. respectively, and the average price of Indian tea 
at the London auctions showed a decrease of 7 per 
cent. (nearly 1d. per lb.). 


Of the items of industrial materials which are in- 
cluded in the table, the quotations for pig iron, wrought 
iron, and several descriptions of steel remained un- 
changed. Steel galvanised corrugated sheets, 24 gauge, 
were, however, cheaper by nearly 4 per cent. (about 
7s. per ton); tinplates, coke, I.C., and steel boiler 
plates were also cheaper. Among non-ferrous metals, 
English lead, zinc, ordinary spelter and Straits tin 
were from 4 to 7 per cent. dearer, while electrolytic 
copper was slightly cheaper. Increases in price were 
recorded, with but one exception, for all the items in- 
cluded in the textile groups, the most noticeable being 
for raw jute (175 per cent.). American and Egyptian 
cotton were dearer by 5°3 and 3-7 per cent. respec- 
tively. Cotton yarns, raw wool, wool yarns, and linen 
yarn, line wefts, were dearer by from 2 to 5 per cent., 
and raw Manila hemp dearer by nearly 10 per cent. 
Of the miscellaneous industrial commodities included 
in the table, English sheet glass and leather (ox and 
heifer hides 70/79 lbs.) were slightly dearer, and 
chemical wood pulp, sulphite bleached, rubber, and 
timber (good building deal) showed slightly lower 
average prices. 


Items not included in the table.—With regard to 
the commodities whose prices are used in the com- 
pilation of the index, but quotations for which are not 
shown in the accompanying table, the principal 
seasonal variation in the food groups was an increase 
of about 22 per cent. for Danish eggs. Rosafe wheat 
(spot price at Liverpool) was dearer by nearly 18 per 
cent., household flour (at Norwich) and imported flour 
(at Glasgow) were dearer by from 12 to 13 per cent., 
Californian malting barley by nearly 11 per cent., and 
British feeding barley by nearly 9 per cent. In the 
‘“ meat ’’ group, Scotch mutton and American green 
bacon were cheaper by nearly 10 per cent., and English 
and Irish beef, British pork, and Wiltshire smoked 
bacon were cheaper by from 8 to 6 per cent. The 
averages of the quotations for potatoes in the London 
and Birmingham markets showed increases of nearly 
15 per cent. and 13 per cent. respectively. 


Among industrial materials, the only variations in 
price in the iron and steel group were an increase of 
8 per cent. for steel, heavy melting scrap, and small 
increases for two other descriptions of steel. Durham 
furnace coke was dearer by 4 per cent., and slightly 
higher average prices were shown for South Wales 
smokeless seconds and Notts best small nuts. With 
one exception, all the descriptions of cotton yarns, 
cotton cloths, raw wool (Southdown tegs or ewes) al 
wool yarns which are included in the index but are not 
included in the table, showed increased average prices, 
ranging between 1 and 8 per cent. Linen yarn, cambric 
warps, raw silk, and silk cloth were dearer by from 4 
to 6 per cent., and New Zealand raw hemp was dearer 
by nearly 10 per cent.

The rate of output of coal during the September 
quarter of 1931 was about 21} cwts. per man-shift, or 
the same as in the corresponding quarter of 1930. 


CoaL SHIPPED ABROAD 


Shipments of coal abroad (inclusive of the coal- 
equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel) amounted 
to 15 million tons, or 29 per cent. of the total produc- 
tion. Though nearly the same as during the previous 
quarter, this was 33 million tons less than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1930. Of this decrease, nearly 
3 million tons was accounted for by coal shipped abroad 
as cargo and over 4 million tons by foreign bunker coal 
shipments. 


The changes in each class of shipment traffic are 
shown below, together with the approximate tonnage 
of oil shipped as foreign bunkers. 


Oil fuel and coal shipments for bunkering purposes 
show a falling off when compared with 1930, both for 
the third quarter and for the first nine months of the 
year, but the percentage fall in the case of oil is 
appreciably greater than for coal.

As compared with the previous quarter there was 
a net decrease of 4 million tons in coal cargo shipments. 
The principal decreases were to France, Belgium and 
Italy (162,000 tons), to Spain and Portugal (152,000 
tons), to Egypt, Algeria, etc. (107,000 tons), and to 
South America (76,000 tons). On the other hand, 
there was an increase of 82,000 tons to Scandinavia, of 
47,000 tons to the Irish Free State and of 26,000 tons 
to the Soviet Union and Succession States. 


As compared with the third quarter of 1930, there 
was a decline in the exports of coal to all markets, 
except the Irish Free State, to which there was an 
increase of 18,000 tons. The heaviest decreases recorded 
were to France, Belgium and Italy (1,182,000 tons), to 
Germany and Holland (545,000 tons), to Scandinavia

On the East Coast, shipments declined on the whole 
by 233,000 tons as compared with the previous quarter 
—a decrease at the Scottish and North-East Coast 
ports of 858,000 tons being partly offset by an invrease 
of 125,000 tons at the Humber and other ports. On 
the West Coast the principal decline occurred at the 
Bristol channel ports (327,000 tons)—the net decrease 
being 254,000 tons. 


As compared with the third quarter of 1930, ship- 
ments declined in all districts. Those from the North- 
East Coast ports declined by 1,141,000 tons (22 per 
cent.), those from the Bristol Channel ports by 
1,074,000 tons (17 per cent.), those from the Humber 
ports by 620,000 tons (27 per cent.), and those from 
Scottish ports by 419,000 tons (21 per cent.). 


CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HOME 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain amounted to 35% million tons, or 24 
million tons less than in the previous quarter. In the 
corresponding period of 1930 the quantity similarly 
available was nearly 37} million tons. 


These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
and imported less the tonnage shipped abroad, - 


SELLING PRICES 


Quotations for house coal showed the customary 
seasonal increase in September. 


The average declared value of all coal exported was 
about the same as during the previous quarter. 


The following market quotations per ton for par- 
ticular qualities of coal are given in continuation of 
similar particulars published in the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ of 
August 20 (page 224). They are taken from the 
“‘ Colliery Guardian ’’ and other sources. Only the 
minimum figure of a range of prices is shown. Par- 


worked, provided for the continuance of the existing 
minimum percentages on basis rates and subsistence 
wages in districts where these were fixed on the basis 
of a 74 hour day. 

The trading results during the period governing wages 
in the September quarter were appreciably worse than 
during the previous period, in all districts except 
Warwickshire, where there was a slight improvement. 
This remained the only district where wages paid were 
above the minimum level, the percentages on basis 
rates paid at the majority of the collieries being 45 in 
July, 44 in August, and 46 in September, as compared 
with the minimum of 43 which had been in force under 
the 8 hour day agreement. These figures are based 
on the ascertainment for 12 months, less 3 points for 
July and August, and less 2 points for September. 


In Cannock Chase the agreement providing for a 
minimum percentage of 42 for mechanics and other 
surfacemen not handling coal, and 40 for all other 
workers, which expired on June 30, was renewed. 


By a new agreement reached in August the minimum 
percentage addition to basis rates in Scotland was 
reduced from 110 to 100. The subsistence allowances 
paid to day-wage surface workers were also reduced. 


The dispute in the Cumberland district was settled 
in August by the men returning to work on the terms 
recommended in the majority report of the National 
Industrial Board. These represented a reduction of 
the minimum percentage addition to basis rates from 
30 to 224. 

The average cash earnings per shift of workers of 
all classes throughout the coalfields are estimated to 
to have been 9s. 24d.

On balance, 
expenditure exceeded revenue by 14d. a ton, as com- 
pared with a credit balance of 9d. a ton in the previous 
quarter.

STEEL STRUCTURES RESEARCH 
COMMITTEE’S FIRST REPORT 


The *First Report of the Steel Structures Research 
Committee covering the period ended March 31, 1931, 
just issued, describes the way in which research on 
fundamental principles of technique and practice in 
relation to structural steelwork has been initiated by 
the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
in co-operation with the British Steelwork Association 
and professional institutions. 

It proceeds to outline the programme of work, and 
to indicate the advances made to date on the various 
subjects studied. After a clear statement of the prob- 
lem of research on steel structures, an account is given 
in a series of separate papers of the progress made in 
respect of the particular items of the programme. 

The Report, to which a preface has been written 
by the Lord President of the Council, concludes with a 
complete series of recommendations for a code of 
practice for the use of structural steel in building. 

Although it is difficult to single out papers of greater 
importance than others, special mention may, perhaps, 
be made of the contribution by Professor Andrew 
Robertson on the ‘‘ Use of Small Machined Specimens 
in the Testing of Mild Steel. 

Apart from the separate papers comprising the Pro- 
gress Report, the reeommended Code of Practice drawn 
up by this authoritative Committee is likely to be in- 
valuable as a guide, not only to building authorities, 
but to all concerned with the use of structural steel in 
building. There is, indeed, reason to believe that the 
Code will provide a reliable basis for universal standard 
practice. 


AUSTRIAN EXCHANGE REGULATIONS 


A translation has been received of a Decree of 
November 20 which, in general effect, strengthens the 
foreign exchange regulations as laid down in the two 
Decrees of October 9 and 16. The headings are as 
follows :— 


I. Transactions in Foreign Terms of Payment. 
II. Transactions with Foreign Countries. 


IIIf. Notification and Delivery of Foreign Payments and 
Claims. 


IV. Credit Transactions. 

V. Transactions with Bullion and Specie. 
VI. General Regulations. 
VII. Penal Regulations.

EXCHANGE CONDITIONS AND TRAVELLERS IN AUSTRIA 


With reference to the control of foreign exchange in 
Austria, regarding which a notice was published in the 
‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of December 3 (page 718), an official an- 
nouncement has appeared in the Austrian press explain- 
ing the effect of the currency regulations on travellers 
entering or leaving the country. 

Iixport of more than 500 schillings in Austrian cur- 
rency can only take place with the written consent of 
the National Bank. The frontier authorities are given 
the right of inspection and search in order to enforce this 
regulation. 

The frontier officials have also the right to enquire of 
persons domiciled in Austria and leaving the country 
whether they have within them any foreign currency 
which should have been notified and handed over in 
accordance with the currency decree. A permit from 
the National Bank is necessary for the export of foreign

currency equivalent to more than 1,000 sch. Persons 
domiciled in Austria who attempt to export more than 
the value of 1,000 sch. in foreign currency are liable 
to legal proceedings on their return. Any amount ex- 
ceeding 1,000 sch. will be confiscated, and retained 
pending the introduction of the proposed criminal 
procedure. 

Persons domiciled abroad are recommended to cause 
the frontier authorities to enter on their passports the 
amount of Austrian and foreign currency that they are 
importing, in order to facilitate its re-export. 

In apparent connection with these regulations the 
Federal Railways have announced that there will in 
future be no through booking, either for persons or for 
luggage, between Austria and Czechoslovakia. Tickets 
may be taken, and luggage registered, as far as the 
frontier stations only. 


CONTROL OF FOREIGN EXCHANGE IN 
DENMARK 


A Bill for the safeguarding of the Danish valuta was 
passed on November 18 by the Folketing and the Land- 
sting. A translation of the text of the Bull, together 
with two Decrees effecting control of currency, may be 
obtained by United Kingdom firms interested on appli- 
eation to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, 58.W.1. (Reference C.3756 
should be quoted.) 


STAMPING OF FOREIGN SECURITIES IN 
PORTUGAL 


The Commercial Secretary at Lisbon has reported 
the publication in the Diario do Governo of December 6 
(Series I) of Portario No. 7213 in virtue of the terms of 
which the period established in Decree No. 4441 of 
June 29, 1925, for the stamping of foreign securities 
existing in Portugal will terminate definite on Decem- 
ber 31 next, after which the provisions of Decree No. 
9959 of August 2, 1924, are to enter in full force. 

Decree No. 9959 of August 2, 1924, subjects foreign 
securities held in Portugal to a stamp tax of 2 per cent. 
of their nominal value. In the event of the tax thereon 
amounting to more than 10 per cent. of the value of the 
shares according to the last quotation, the tax to be 
paid shall be 10 per cent. of the actual value of the 
securities. Article 6 of this Decree authorises banking 
establishments to deduct 10 per cent. from dividends 
collected by them on foreign securities, plus 25 per cent. 
of the latter amount, amounting altogether to 124 per 
cent. of the dividend paid, which is to be credited to 
the Treasury, in escudos at the prevailing rate of 
exchange. 

Article 4 of this Decree, which will take effect after 
December 31, provides for the confiscation in favour of 
the State of all unstamped securities, 20 per cent. of 
their value being paid to the person or persons instru- 
mental in the discovery of such securities.

CANADA 
ELECTRIC RAILWAYS IN 1930 


(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


According to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics (Ottawa) 
Final Report for 1930 on the statistics of the electric rail- 
ways of Canada, these railways carried 792,701,493 
passengers, a decrease of 5-3 per cent., attributed to the 
prevailing business depression. Only five out of the 53 
railway systems showed increased earnings and 13 failed to 
earn their operating expenses. 


Gross revenues of all Canadian electric railways amounted 
to 54,719,259 dollars, as compared with 58,368,980 dols. in 
1929, while net operating revenues declined from 18,183,840 
dols. to 15,593,744 dols. after paying taxes and other de- 
ductions from income. Twenty-two systems showed deficits 
amounting in all to 1,066,087 dols., and 31 railways showed 
a profit of 11,073,164 dols. Reserves and special charges 
amounted to 6,764,556 dols. and seven railway systems paid 
dividends amounting to 3,403,261 dols., as against 3,325,248 
dols. paid in 1929. 


Reductions in the number of employees during the year 
brought the total down from 18,801 to 18,340, with a con- 
current decrease in the payroll of 29,117 dols. to 26,954,994 
dols. The total mileage of main track operated in 1930 
was 2,080.

TOBACCO CROP OF 19381 
(From the High Commissioner for Canada in London) 


A Report by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics at 
Ottawa, in co-operation with the Tobacco Division of the 
Department of Agriculture, shows an estimated increase in 
tobacco production of no less than 31 per cent. as compared 
with 1930 figures. 

Production this year is expected to total 48,230,000 Ibs. 
as compared with 36,716,917 lbs. last year. The notable 
features of the past season were tremendous increases in the 
production of both the bright flue-cured and Burley 
tobaccos. A crop of over 21,000,000 lbs. of bright flue- 
cured tobacco is indicated, and the preliminary estimate 
for Burley tobacco is placed at over 18 million lbs. 


IRISH FREE STATE 


CENSUS OF BRICKS, GLASS AND 
MONUMENTAL MASONRY INDUSTRIES 
(REPORT NO. 30) 


Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders, 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 1930) 
made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were received 
relating to the goods made and work done by 71 establish- 
ments in the Irish Free State engaged, in the year 1929, in 
the bricks, glass and monumental masonry industries, and 
the figures in the Report under review refer to the opera- 
tions of such concerns. The value of cement blocks and other 
building materials made by building contractors, and used 
by them in the construction of buildings, etc., is not included 
in the figures appearing in the Report, but is included in 
Report No. 29 of the series, relating to the Building and 
Contracting Trades. 

Forty-two establishments worked 300 days or more during 
the year, sixteen between 200 and 299 days, and thirteen 
less than 200 days. The majority of these establishments 
worked 47 hours or more per week; twenty-one establish- 
ments worked 44 hours per week and a few establishments 
worked less than 44 hours per week. Six firms reported work 
as discontinued or workers placed on short time during 
periods of the year through lack of orders. 


Gross Output AND Costs

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-—OCTOBER 


(From the British Embassy.)

The returns of French foreign trade for the first ten 
months of 1931 show that the value of imports amounted to 
36,502 million francs, as against 43,734 million frs. in the 
first ten months of 1930, a decrease of 7,232 million frs., or 
about 16 per cent. That of exports was 25,940 million frs., 
as against 36,162 million frs., a decrease of 10,222 million 
frs., or more than 28 per cent. 


In the period under review imports of foodstuffs rose by 
2,662 million frs., whereas there was a fall of 8,095 million 
frs., or 32 per cent., in those of raw materials and of 1,799 
million frs., or 19 per cent., in those of manufactured 
articles. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 1,351 million frs., of 
raw materials by 2,367 million frs., and of manufactured 
articles by 6,498 million frs., or 28 per cent. 


There was an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges 
for the first ten months of the year amounting to 10,562 
million frs., as against 7,572 million frs. in the correspond- 
ing period of 1930. The situation in October was less un- 
satisfactory, the unfavourable balance amounting to 594 
million frs., the lowest figure recorded in any month this 
year. Exports in October were higher by 100 million frs. 
than in September, whereas imports were lower by 218 
million frs. 


As regards weight, imports in the first ten months of the 
year amounted to 49,492,000 tons, as against 50,819,000 tons, 
a decrease of 1,327,000 tons, and exports to 25,566,000 tons, 
as against 30,877,000 tons, a decline of 5,311,000 tons. Im- 
ports of foodstuffs rose by 2,731,000 tons, but there was a fall 
of 3,809,000 tons in those of raw materials and of 248,000 
tons, or about 12 per cent., in those of manufactured 
articles. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 519,000 tons, of raw 
materials by 4,022,000 tons, and of manufactured articles 
by 770,000 tons, or 19 per cent.

Compared with the September figures there was an 
increase in imports amounting to 35 million mks., due 
largely to seasonal purchases of foodstuffs. The imports of 
tropical fruits rose by 5 million mks., other fruit by 3:3 
million mks., coffee by 4-6 million mks., lard by 3 million 
mks., and eggs by 2:7 million mks. The increase of 10 
million mks. in imports of finished goods was spread over 
many groups, the largest being of textile goods, + 2°3 
million mks. Under the heading ‘‘ raw materials,’’ wool 
showed an advance of 4:2 million mks. and cotton of 3°4 
million mks. ‘There was a decline in imports of copper, 
- 3:1 million mks.; oil fruits and seeds, — 3 million mks. ; 
and timber, — 2-1 million mks. 


Export TRADE 


Exports, apart from reparation deliveries, increased by 
54 million mks., a large proportion of which was accounted 
for by ships and boats, + 20-4 million mks. Other note- 
worthy increases were machine tools, + 4°4 million mks. ; 
electro-technical manufactures, + 4-2 million mks.; toys, 
+31 million mks.; tubes and rollers, + 3 million mks. 


In the increased exports of foodstuffs the most important 


item was the higher potato export. 
The export surplus for the first ten months of the current 


year amounted to 2,358 million mks. Of this amount 347 — 


million mks. were reparation deliveries in kind, and almost 
350 million mks. represents increased exports to the Soviet 
Union. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES 


Reparation deliveries in kind fell from 23-2 million mks. 
in September to 12-9 million mks. in October. They con- 
sist mainly of iron goods, 4-5 million mks., and machines, 
including electrical machines, 5 million mks. Reparation 
deliveries of coal amounted to only 100,000 mks., as against 
4,800,000 mks. in September. 


LATVIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
during September last imports and exports were valued at 
14,600,000 lats and 16,100,000 lats, as compared with 
28,400,000 lats and 24,300,000 lats respectively in Septem- 
ber, 1930. It will be seen, therefore, that the country’s 
trade balance during the month under review was favour- 
able to the extent of 1,500,000 lats, whereas in the corre- 
sponding month of 1930 it was unfavourable to the extent 
of 4,100,000 lats. The following table shows the values of

CuieF Imports AND Exports 


A decline was recorded in the imports of all commodities 
coming into the country. The chief items were :—Wheat, 
400,000 lats, as against 1,300,000 lats in September, 1930; 
herrings, 610,000 lats (890,000 lats) ; hides and skins, 690,000 
lats (1,400,000 lats); tobacco, 300,000 lats (400,000 lats) ; 
cotton, 200,000 lats (400,000 lats); coal, 1,200,000 lats 
(1,300,000 lats); textiles, 2 million lats (6,200,000 lats); 
iron and steel manufactures, 780,000 lats (1,170,000 lats) ; 
agricultural machinery, 200,000 lats (300,000 lats); 
machinery, 500,000 lats (1,200,000 lats) ; electrical machinery 
and electro-technical apparatus and parts, 410,000 lats 
(770,000 lats). Imports were 48:5 per cent. smaller than 
the total recorded for September, 1930. 


As regards exports, the following commodities recorded 
increases as compared with September, 1930:—Canned fish, 
56,000 lats (43,000 lats); cloverseed, 190,000 lats (172,000 
lats); match splints, 300,000 lats (200,000 lats); matches, 
63,000 lats (45,000 lats); machinery, 300,000 lats (200,000 
lats); and dyes and colours, 125,000 lats (116,000 lats). 
The exports of butter showed a rise in quantity, 2,139 tons, 
against 1,750 tons in September, 1930, but owing to lower 
prices the value reached only 5,170,000 lats, as compared 
with 5,410,000 lats, During September last exports of flax 
totalled 717 tons, valued at 476,000 lats; there were no flax 
exports in September, 1930. 


The following items showed a decline in value :—Timber, 
2,880,000 lats (6,460,000 lats); textiles, 500,000 lats 
(1,400,000 lats); bacon, 156,000 lats (270,000 lats) ; linseed, 
13,000 lats (320,000 lats); plywood, 600,000 lats (1,100,000 
lats); paper, 150,000 lats (490,000 lats); railway coaches, 
1,300,000 lats (3 million lats); bicycles, 65,000 lats (121,000 
lats); and rubber boots and shoes, 690,000 lats (1,480,000 
lats). 


As compared with September last year exports during 
the month under review declined by 33:7 per cent.

FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that 
during the month under review imports amounted to 
113,324,000 zloty (2,614,000 gold pounds), while exports 
totalled 171,488,000 zloty (3,956,000 gold pounds), an excess 
in value of the latter over the former of 58,164,000 zl. 
(1,342,000 gold pounds). Imports and exports were less by 
1,779,000 gold pounds and 931,000 gold pounds respectively 
than in September, 1930. The relevant figures for August, 
1931, were:—Imports, 2,516,000 gold pounds; and exports, 
3,463,000 gold pounds. 


During the first nine months of the current year imports 
and exports were valued at 26,648,000 gold pounds and 
33,359,000 gold pounds respectively, a surplus in exports 
of 6,711,000 gold pounds; the corresponding figures for 1930 
were :—Imports, 39,700,000 gold pounds ; exports, 41,867 ,000 
gold pounds; favourable trade balance, 2,167,000 gold 
pounds.

It will be seen from the above table that imports of both 
cotton piece-goods and cotton yarns showed an appreciable 
increase during the first half of the present year as con- 
pared with the preceding year. Imports of woollens and 
worsteds, on the other hand, show a decline, but this was 
due to the fact that Turkey was unable, by reason of her 
commercial treaty obligations, to apply the new tariffs on 
many classes of woollen goods until July 1, 1930, and ex- 
porters, therefore, took advantage of the lower rates during 
the first six months of that year.

From the above table it will be noted that the respective 
positions of Germany and the United Kingdom as regards 
total imports and the percentage of the total trade have 
been maintained relatively unchanged in 1931 and 1930. The 
advance in imports from Italy was due principally to the 
recovery of the cotton goods market in 1931, after the 
slump in 1930, following upon the application of high duties 
in October, 1929. It is considered doubtful, however, 
whether Italy will be able to maintain her position as com- 
petition from Japan is increasing rapidly. 

Export TRADE 


Exports during June and the first half of the current year 
totalled £7.5,715,528 and £T.56,500,000, as against 
£T.8,843,340 and £7.71 million respectively in 1930. The 
decline in the value of exports during the period January- 
June last was due principally to the fall in world prices 
rather than to a decrease in the quantities exported. 
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FOURTH CENSUS 


OF PRODUCTION

PRELIMINARY REPORTS, No. 1 


INTRODUCTORY NOTES 


There is issued in the following pages the first of a 
series of preliminary reports on the Fourth Census of 
Production (1930). This Census, which relates to Great 
Britain, covers manufacturing industries, mining and 
quarrying, building and contracting, and the productive 
work of public utility undertakings, Local Government 
Authorities and Central Government Departments. 
Comparable figures for 1924, for which year the 
previous Census was taken, will be given where possible. 

It is proposed to issue subsequently one or more 
preliminary summaries of a general character and later, 
in volume form, the final reports, giving greater detail 
than is contained in the preliminary reports. 

The figures presented in this series of preliminary 
reports are provisional and subject to amendment. A 
number of returns are still outstanding, while corre- 
spondence with firms is still in progress regarding de- 
fective or incorrect entries in some of the returns 
received. It is not thought, however, that the extent 
of the alterations which must subsequently be made to 
the figures in the preliminary reports will generally be 
important. These alterations will be incorporated in 
the final reports. 


Exclusion of Small Businesses 


In order to expedite the publication of the results of 
the Census and to reduce its cost, firms employing not 
more than ten persons on the average in 1930 were - 
exempted from the obligation to furnish detailed 
returns, and this series of reports relates only to returns 
dealing with the production carried on by more than 
ten persons. While the number of the smaller firms is 
large, and their importance varies from trade to trade, 
it was ascertained at the 1924 Census that the total 
number of persons employed by such small firms in all 
industries covered by the Census represented only 
about 5 per cent. of the total number employed in 
industry. The total number of returns received at that 
Census was slightly over 200,000 and, of this total, 
about one-third related to businesses in which more 
than ten persons were employed. 


Instructions for Making Returns 


The following notes explain the meanings of the 
terms used in the preliminary reports and outline the 
general instructions given to firms as to how their 
returns were to be completed. 


1, Period Covered.—Firms were given the option of 
making returns for the calendar year 1930 or, if that 
was not their year of account, for a business year 
ge after March 31, 1930, and not later than March 

, 1981. 


2 Number of Establishments.—Forms were issued 
in respect of every establishment at which productive 
work was carried on, but, where a firm owning more 
than one establishment preferred to make a combined 
teturn covering all its establishments situated in the 
same Census area and engaged in the same Census 
trade, this was usually permitted, subject to the number 
of operatives employed at each separate establishment 
being shown. The number of establishments, as shown 
in these reports, represents all establishments at which 


operatives were recorded as employed, and may thus be 
greater than the number of the effective returns 
received. 


3. Exclusion of Merchanting.—Where firms, in 
addition to their manufacturing business, also bought 
goods and re-sold them in the same condition as that 
in which they were purchased, they were instructed to 
omit such goods from their statements of output and 
of materials, and to exclude from their statements of 
persons employed those members of their staff who 
were wholly or mainly required in connection with 
their merchanting business. 


4. Distinction between Goods Made for Sale and 
Total Make.—In general the output which is stated in 
the reports for any particular class of goods represents 
goods in the form in which they were sold during the 
censal year or held in stock at the end of the year. It 
thus falls short of the total make of the goods con- 
cerned to the extent that any such goods were used, 
by the firms that made them, for the production of 
other goods. A special return of total make was required 
in the case of some classes of goods, in addition to the 
output for sale. 


5. Valuation of Output.—The values of goods shown 
in the returns to the Census of Production were required 
to represent the net selling value of all deliveries of 
the goods (as packed for sale) within the year of return, 
plus stocks at the end and less stocks at the beginning 
of the year. In determining the net selling value, firms 
were instructed to deduct from the amounts charged 
to customers such items as discounts, payments to 
transport firms, railway companies, etc., for carriage 
outwards, and allowances for returnable cases, etc. 
Where separate returns were made for different depart- 
ments of the same firm, and goods produced in one 
department were used in another department in the 
production of more finished goods, such goods were 
required to be included in the output of the first 
department at the value at which they were booked to 
the second (using) department, and in the materials of 
the latter department. 


6. Valuation of Work Done by Firms Working ‘‘ on 
Commission,’’ etc.—Firms working ‘‘ on commission ”’ 
or ‘‘ for the trade ’’ on materials given out to them by 
other firms were required to state, as the value of their 
output, only the amounts received by them for the 
work, less discounts and payments to transport firms, 
railway companies, etc., for carriage outwards, and to 
exclude the value of the materials supplied to them by 
the firms for which the work was done. 


7. Materials.—The materials of which the cost was 
required to be stated included all raw and other 
materials purchased and used in the production of the 
output recorded in the firm’s return; all fuel, oil, gas 
and electricity purchased; packing and workshop 
materials; and materials for repairs to the firm’s own 
buildings or plant carried out by their own workpeople. 
The figure of cost to be stated under this heading was 
the total amount spent in the purchase of such 
materials, etc., in the year, plus stocks at the beginning 
and less stocks at the end of the year. The figure was 
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not to include wages, salaries, rent, rates, insurance, 
depreciation, and similar charges, or the cost of new 
machinery and plant. Where separate returns were 
made for different departments of the same firm, goods 
produced in one department and used in another 
department in the production of more finished goods had 
to be treated as purchased by the second (using) depart- 
ment, and included in that department’s total cost of 
materials at the amount credited to the producing 
department in respect of those goods. 

Firms working on commission or for the trade were 
instructed to return, as materials, only goods which 
they themselves purchased and used, and not the 
goods given out to them by the firms for which they 
worked. 

Under the provisions of the Census of Production 
Act, 1906, the cost of materials was required to be 
stated in one sum only, without any details. At the 
fourth Census no voluntary questions relating to such 
materials were included in the schedules issued to 
manufacturers. 


8. Work Given Out.—Firms giving out work to other 
firms were required to state the aggregate amount paid 
to such firms for work done. The amount thus returned 
was not to include the cost of any items accounted 
for under the heading of Materials. 


9. Net Output.—The net output of a trade is the 
figure which is arrived at by deducting, from the value 
of the gross output, the aggregate cost of materials used 
and the amount paid to other firms for work given out to 
them. It constitutes the fund from which wages, 
salaries, rent, royalties, rates and taxes, advertisement 
and sales expenses, and all other similar charges, in- 
cluding depreciation, have to be provided, as well as 
profits. 


10. Persons Employed.—lirms were required to 
classify persons employed by them under the two head- 
ings of (1) Operatives (Wage-earners) and (2) Adminis- 
trative, Technical and Clerical Staff. The term 
Operatives was defined as including all wage-earners 
(including foremen, van and lorry drivers and ware- 
housemen) employed by the firm in or about the factory 
or works, or in outside work of construction or 
repair; and the term Administrative, Technical and 
Clerical Staff was defined as including the office and 
management staff (i.e., working proprietors, managing 
directors, managers, designers, salesmen, travellers, 
etc.), all clerks, typists and other persons engaged 
primarily in office work being recorded under this head- 
ing and not as operatives. Where outworkers were 
employed, the numbers of these were recorded separ- 
ately and were not included in the number of 
operatives. 

The particulars required related to the persons em- 
ployed (i.e., on the pay sheets) in certain specified 
weeks, with the proviso that, in the event of a strike 
or lock-out, holiday or special cessation of work in any 
of these weeks, the nearest ordinary week (of which the 
ending date should be stated) was to be taken. In the 
case of the building and contracting trades, on account 
of the day-by-day variations in the numbers on the pay 
sheets, the average number employed in each of the 
weeks was required to be stated. 

Firms were required to state :— 

(a) The numbers employed in the week ended 
October 18, 1930, divided under the two main 
headings described above, and also according 
to their sex and to their age (as over or under 
18 years of age). 

(b) The number of operatives actually at work in a 
specified week (one of the middle weeks) in 
each month of 1930. 


INTRODUCTORY NOTES—Continued 


11. Outworkers.—In those trades employing out. 


workers (i.e., workpeople doing work off the firm’s 
premises on materials supplied by the firm) firms were 
required to report the numbers of outworkers employed 
at or about February 1 and August 1, 1930. 


12. Engine Power.—Firms were instructed to give 


particulars of the prime movers, electric generators and 


electric motors (exclusive of motor generators, eon. 
verters and transformers) in their works, classifying the 
prime movers by kinds, the electric generators accord. 
ing to the kind of prime mover by which they were 
driven, and the electric motors according as they were 
driven by purchased electricity or by electricity 
generated in the firm’s own works. For prime movers 
the particulars required were the number of engines 
and their total effective horse-power; for generators, 
the number and the total kilowatt capacity; and for 
electric motors, the number and total rated horse- 
power. Obsolete engines, engines of motor vehicles 
and locomotives were not to be included. 


In recording the particulars of engines in their 
works, firms were required to show separately those 
ordinarily in use in 1930 and those in reserve or idle. 
These terms were intended to cover respectively engines 
in use for the greater part of the year, even though not 
working to their full capacity, and engines not in use, 
or only in use occasionally or during periods of break- 
down to machinery ordinarily in use during the year. 
It should, however, be borne in mind that the organisa- 
tion of some factories enables the electric motors 
installed -to be driven either by purchased electricity 
or by electricity generated in the same works. This 
consideration applies particularly to those motors which 
are normally held in reserve against a breakdown or 
other emergency. 


13. Electricity Consumption.—In the 1930 Census, 
for the first time, the compulsory powers of the Act 
were applied to the statement of the total quantity of 
electricity used in the year, distinguishing electricity 
generated in the firm’s own works from electricity pur- 
chased. The particulars given under this head are 
shown in these reports, together with such correspond- 
ing information as was furnished voluntarily in the 
Census of 1924. It is to be noted, however, that this 
voluntary information was only partially furnished and 
afforded no satisfactory basis for the calculation of 
more comprehensive figures, especially in those trades 
in which large quantities of electricity were used in 
manufacturing processes. 


Comparability of Results. 


It should be added that information under the head 
of output was obtained in somewhat greater detail for 
the year 1930 than for 1924, and this more detailed in- 
formation may have resulted, in some cases, in the 
assignment of individual firms to different trades in 
the two Censuses. Similar differences may also have 
arisen from changes in the relative importance of 
different sections of a firm’s output where the pro- 
duction carried on extended to more than one ol 
the Census trades. These factors affect the com- 
parability of the aggregates for individual trades 
varying degrees. Generally speaking, the figures relat- 
ing to the output of the characteristic products of each 
trade (described as principal products in these reports) 
will be found sufficiently comprehensive to enable com- 
parisons to be made within a reasonably small margin 
of error. In some cases, however, the aggregation of 
complete particulars regarding the output of like 
products in trades other than those under survey will 
only be possible in the final reports.

THE IRON AND STEEL TRADES (Blast Furnaces and Smelting 
and Rolling Works) 


The following reports deal with production and em- 
ployment at (a) Blast Furnaces and (b) Steel Smelting 
Works and Rolling Mills. For the purposes of the 
Census, the production of pig iron was treated as a 
separate trade from the smelting and rolling of steel, 
but complete separation could not be effected in regard 
to mechanical power and the consumption of electricity. 
In Section (c) below, the particulars ascertained in 
regard to power equipment and electricity consumption 
at Blast Furnaces and Smelting and Rolling Works are, 
therefore, combined. 


(2) BLAST FURNACES 
Introductory 


The particulars for 1980 and 1924 given in the follow- 
ing report relate to returns received from firms engaged 
in the production of pig iron, whether for sale or for 
working or conversion into steel in their own works. All 
firms producing pig iron employed more than ten 
persons. 


The number of establishments covered by the figures 
for 1930 was 66. One firm, whose output involves an 
addition of about 3 per cent. to the quantity of forge and 
foundry iron manufactured, made its return on a 
schedule for a different trade. 


Production

Census an aggregate of 138 persons was recorded as 
working for firms in this trade that employed ten 
persons or fewer. 

The figures for 1930 cover 318 establishments at which 
operatives were employed; and returns for 1930 are 
outstanding from establishments that employed, in 
1924, about 1,100 persons, or less than 1 per cent. of the 
total number recorded for that year by all firms employ- 
ing more than ten persons.

IRISH FREE STATE—BRAZIL 


EXCHANGE OF NOTES 


An Exchange of Notes took place on October 16 providing 
for a Commercial Modus Vivendi between the Irish Free 
State and Brazil, whereby it has been agreed that :— 


(a) goods the produce or manufacture of Brazil im- 
ported into the Irish Free State (whether for con- 
sumption, re-export or transit) will receive treat- 
ment not less favourable than that granted to 
goods the produce or manufacture of any other 
countries ; 

(b) goods the produce or manufacture of the Irish Free 
State imported into Brazil (whether for consump- 
tion, re-export or transit) will receive treatment 
not less favourable than that granted to goods 
the produce or manufacture of any other 
countries. 


The Agreement is not to affect the rights of the Govern- 
ment of the Irish Free State to modify, maintain or extend 
preferential treatment accorded to any other State of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 

It is further agreed that the provisions of the Agreement 
are not to extend to advantages accorded to adjacent coun- 
tries to facilitate frontier traffic or to advantages granted to 
a third country in virtue of a Customs union. 

The Agreement came into force immediately on signature 
and is to continue in force until six months after notice of 
termination by either Party. 


FRANCE—HAYTI 


COMMERCIAL CONVENTION 


The Board of Trade are informed that the ratifications 
of the Franco-Haytian Convention of Commerce of April 12, 
1930, were exchanged on July 17 last. "

AUSTRALIA (NEW SOUTH WALES) 


MARKING OF CERTAIN GOODS PRESCRIBED 


The New South Wales Factories and Shops (Amendment) 
Act, 1931, which comes into operation on a date to be notified 
by Proclamation, provides, inter alia, that furniture, 
bedding, boots (and shoes, etc.), and clothing may not be 
sold unless there is conspicuously appended to the goods 
the full name and complete address of the manufacturer and 
the country or place of origin of the goods. Regulations 
may be prescribed requiring a “‘ trade description ’’ also to 
be appended, and the marking requirements may be applied

to further classes of goods, The text of the Act may be seen 
by persons interested at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1.

CANADA 
DUTIES ON CASH REGISTER PARTS 


According to Memorandum No. 475 issued on Novem- 
ber 21 by the Canadian Department of National Revenue, 
a Regulation has been made by Order in Council dated 
November 12, and effective as from that date, which raises 
a new item (No. 800) in the Canadian Customs Tariff cover- 
ing complete parts of cash registers, when imported by 
manufacturers of cash registers for use exclusively in the 
manufacture of such registers in their own factories, with 
duties of 15 per cent. ad valorem under the British Preferen- 
tial Tariff, 20 per cent. ad valorem under the Intermediate 
Tariff and 25 per cent. under the General Tariff. 


SPECIAL OR ‘‘ DUMPING ”’ DUTY 


With reference to previous notices in the “ B.T.J.’’ re- 
specting the regulations under the Canadian Order-in- 
Council of October 23 relating to special or ‘‘ dumping ”’ 
duty on imports of United Kingdom origin entitled to entry 
under the British Preferential Tariff, H.M. Trade Commis- 
sioner at Montreal reports, by telegraph, that the Canadian 
authorities have issued a supplementary notice in the fol- 
lowing terms:—‘‘ The value in dollars, 4-40 to the pound 
sterling, for special duty purposes, applies to goods imported 
from Great Britain entitled to entry under British Prefer- 
ential Tariff.’’ 

H.M. Trade Commissioner states that the effect of this 
decision is to apply to goods qualified for entry under the 
British Preferential Tariff, when transhipped or re-exported 
trom the United Kingdom, the special duty regulations 
affecting United Kingdom goods. 


NEW *“ AVERAGE ” VALUE OF THE POUND 
STERLING FOR DUMPING DUTY PURPOSES 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
received from the Department of External Affairs at Ottawa 
a cable message stating that the Dominion Department of 
National Revenue has fixed the ‘‘ average ’’ value of the 
pound sterling for the purpose of dumping duty at $4.04, 
effective for entries for the period December 16 to 31. In 
cases where the actual sum to be paid by importers in dollars 
is not known at the time of clearance, the amount of 
“‘dumping ’’ duty levied will therefore be 36 cents for 
every pound value of the invoice, comparison being made 
with the ‘‘ fair market value ’’ converted into dollars at 
$4.40=£1 sterling. Ordinary duties will be levied on the 
‘fair market value converted at $4.866=£1. 


KENYA 


LEVY ON BUTTER 


Proclamation No. 101, dated October 12, issued under the 
powers conferred upon the Governor of Kenya by the Butter 
Levy Ordinance, 1931, provides for the imposition of a levy 
of 25 cents on each pound of butter manufactured and sold 
in Kenya. 


MAURITIUS 


SPECIAL EXPORT DUTY ON SUGAR 


The ‘‘ Mauritius Government Gazette’’ of August 18 
contains a Proclamation (No. 19), issued under powers 
vested in the Governor by the Sugar Special Export Duty 
(Consolidated) Ordinance, 1929, fixing the rate of export 
duty on the sugars of the 1931-2 crop at Rs. 3-60 per metric 
ton. 


NIGERIA 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN PISTOLS AND 
OTHER WEAPONS PROHIBITED 


Order-in-Council No. 47 of 1931, dated November 2, 1931, 
made under Section 50 of the Customs Ordinance, prohibits 
the import into Nigeria of (@) any pistol in the form of a 
stylograph pencil or in any other similar disguise and (b) 
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CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued

FOREIGN 


AUSTRIA 


SUPPLEMENTARY DUTY ON CERTAIN 
CATTLE AND MEAT 


Under the Tariff Revision Law of July 14, 1931, the 
Austrian Government were empowered to impose a supple- 
mentary Customs duty on neat cattle for slaughter (Tariff 
No. 52a) imported into Austria, in the event of prices of such 
cattle on the Austrian market becoming depressed to a point 
which endangers the Austrian cattle-rearing industry. 


In virtue of this power, the Austrian Government have 
now issued an Order (dated October 26 and published in the 
** Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ for November 28) which imposes, 
until further notice, a supplementary Customs duty of 
15 kr. per 100 kilogs. in respect of neat cattle for slaughter. 
This automatically involves the imposition of a supple- 
mentary Customs duty of 30 kr. per 100 kilogs. on the meat 
of neat cattle [Tariff No, 96 (a) (2)]. 


[It is not proposed to publish in the ‘* B.T.J.”’ parti- 
culars of any alterations which may from time to time be 
made in these supplementary duties, The rates current at 
any time may, however, be obtained on application to the 
Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, 1.] 


BELGIUM 


TAXATION PROPOSALS: 
DUTIES ENFORCED 


H.M. Representative at Brussels has forwarded the text 
of a Bill which has been introduced in the Belgian Parlia- 
ment to modify the import, excise, consumption, etc., duties 
on various articles. The Bill proposes to give certain of 
its provisions retrospective effect to November 27, and H.M. 
Representative reports that the increased duties so provided 
for have actually been collected from that date. Full 
particulars of the measure are given below.

Excise Duties.—(These provisions are given retrospective 
effect to November 27.) The rates of the excise duties on oils 
obtained from the treatment of crude petroleum and 
petroleum products in Belgium are unchanged, but the 
limits of density are altered so as to correspond to the 
changes made in the Customs duties (see above). The excise 
duty on margarine and other artificial butters manufactured 
in Belgium is increased from 5 to 30 frs. per 100 kilogs. 


Consumption Duties.—The consumption duty on alcohol 
is increased, with retrospective effect to November 27, fron 
800 to 1,000 frs. per hectolitre of alcohol, or in the case of 
alcoholic liquors in bottles and liqueurs from 1,600 to 2,000 
frs. per hectolitre of liquid.

DENMARK 


INCREASED IMPORT DUTIES AND IMPORT 
RESTRICTIONS 


H.M. Representative at Copenhagen has forwarded trans- 
lation of the Law of November 27 (referred to in the 
“B.T.J?’ of December 3, page 723) introducing import re- 
strictions on certain goods and increasing certain import 
duties, for the purpose of restricting imports of goods con- 
sidered to be articles of luxury and the demand for foreign 
exchange. 


Import RESTRICTIONS 


The goods to which the import restrictions, which are 
effective from November 28, are applicable are as follows :— 
All kinds of sparkling wines (Tariff No. 25); all kinds of 
grape spirit, even blended with other spirit, falling under 
Tariff Nos. 29 and 31; all kinds of liqueurs and similar 
spirituous liquors falling under ‘Tariff Nos. 29 and 31; also 
alcoholic essences and extracts and the like for the produc- 
tion of such spirituous liquors, falling under Tariff No. 46. 


The Minister of Finance may permit the importation and 
clearance of goods of these kinds which were purchased 
before November 28 if it can be proved that payment there- 
for had been made to the foreign supplier before that date 
and that the goods were at that date in direct transit to 
the Danish buyer or were deposited for the latter’s account 
in the Free Port of Copenhagen, or in a Customs house, 
bonded warehouse, private warehouse or private transit 
store. The concession will not be applied to goods in transit 
to or deposited for the account of agents for foreign firms. 

As from January 1, 1932, goods subject to import re- 
striction may only be cleared with the special permission of 
the Customs Department. Permission will be given to clear, 
each month, a quantity of the goods affected not exceeding 
50 per cent. of the average monthly quantity imported for 
domestic consumption in 1931. 


Customs Duty INCREASES 


The Tariff amendments provided for by the Law are shown 
in the following statement. The new duties came into force 
on November 28 and with the exception of those affecting 
Nos. 97-99 and 157-159, are to go out of force on 
December 31, 1932 :—

The Decree also provides for the incorporation of the

IMPORT MONOPOLY FOR CERTAIN GOODS

‘“‘ Bulletin Douanier ’’ of November 20 announces that the 
exchange compensation surtaxes which have been imposed 
on United Kingdom and certain other goods are to be caleu- 
lated on the value obtained by adding to the cost price the 
charges necessary for importation up to the place of intro- 
duction into France, but not including Customs duties. The 
values declared are to be proved by invoices, but until 
further notice Consular invoices will not be required except 
for goods subject to ad valorem Customs duties, When an 
invoice is made out in foreign currency, conversion into 
francs is to be effected according to the opening rate 
inserted in the last number of the French ‘ Journal 
Officiel ’’ which has reached the place in which the Custom 
House is situated at the time of declaration. 


A’ Decree of November 27, published in the French 
“* Journal Officiel ’’ of November 29, exempts from exchange 
compensation surtaxes cellulose pulp and certain kinds of 
paper which are admitted at reduced duties for use in 
printing newspapers, periodicals and books, provided such 
paper and pulp are proved to be delivered in execution of 
contracts concluded before November 14. 


ITALY 
TEMPORARY IMPORTATION FACILITIES 


The ‘‘Gazzetta Ufficiale’? (Rome) for November 20 contains 

a Royal Decree-Law, dated October 22, providing for further 

~ duty-free importation ”’ facilities, as indicated 
elow :—

A further Decree, also dated October 22, provides for

clear olive oil (but subject to an annual maximum quantity 
of 500 metric tons), for the manufacture of soap.

IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN ESSENTIAL OILS 


The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for November 21 con- 
tains a Royal Decree-Law, dated November 13, which pro- 
vides that non-terpeneless essential oils of badian (Chinese 
anise), citronella, eucalyptus, and geranium (ex Tariff 
No. 658a) destined for the extraction of the respective con- 
stituents for the production of synthetic perfumes may be 
imported into Italy free from duty, within the limits of an 
annual contingent of 8,500, 5,500, 2,000 and 550 kilogs. 
respectively, under conditions to be laid down by the 
Minister of Finance. 


JAPAN 


PROHIBITION ON IMPORT OF RICE AND 
PADDY EXTENDED 


H.M. Ambassador at Tokyo reports, by telegraph, that 
the prohibition on the importation of rice and paddy into 
Japan, Korea and Formosa (except under licence), which 
was imposed in March, 1928, and was to continue in force 
until December 31, 1931, has been further extended to 
December 31, 1932. 


MEXICO 
DUTIES ON WOOL, ETC., MODIFIED 


The Mexican ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of November 10 contains a 
Decree, dated October 28, which modifies the Mexican 
Customs duties on wool and goat hair as shown below. The 
new duties came into force on November 13, except in respect 
of goods carried in vessels which cleared from the port of 
loading before November 10, on which the old rates are 
payable.

POLAND 
DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that by an Order dated September 9 the Customs 
duty levied on imported unpolished husked rice (with chaff) 
used for the manufacture of husked and polished rice, rice 
four, ground rice and rice powder subsequently exported 
from Poland will, on and after April 1, 1932, be refunded 
at the rate of 2-80 zloty per 100 kilogs. of the exported 
articles, instead of at the existing rate of 0°56 zloty per 
100 kilogs. 


ROUMANIA 


IMPORTATION OF JUTE SACKS 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
has forwarded copy of a Roumanian Customs Circular (No, 
360,291) dated November 18, which lays down rules under 
which the reduced duty of 250 lei per 100 kilogs. provided for 
by the Note to No. 486 of the Roumanian Customs Tariff 
is to be applied. The reduced duty is to apply in full only 
to sacks imported direct by millers, or by agriculturists 
through the agricultural syndicates. In the case of jute 
sacks otherwise imported, the reduced duty of 250 lei per 
100 kilogs. is to be applied to 75 per cent. of the parcel, 
the remaining 25 per cent. being subjected to the “‘ con-

ventional ’’? duty of 1,000 lei per 100 kilogs. under Tariff 
No. 486. When empty sacks are imported by millers or by 
agriculturists through the agricultural syndicates under 
reserve of re-exportation filled with agricultural produce, 
the duty of 250 lei per 100 kilogs. is to be deposited (to be 
returned on re-exportation).

LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAXES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
reports that according to Customs Circular No. 328,172, 
dated October 22, rubber thread and all kinds of rubber 
bands, etc., covered with or containing silk, are subject to 
luxury tax at the rate of 11 per cent. if they contain up 
to 60 per cent. (inclusive) of silk, and at the rate of 164 
per cent. if the silk exceeds 60 per cent. 


MONOPOLY TAX ON CARTRIDGES 


A further Circular No. 329,983, dated October 23, directs 
that a monopoly tax of 0-25 lei each is leviable on imported 
small bore cartridges, charged only with powder, for alarm 
pistols. 


SPAIN 
IMPORT OF FROZEN MEAT 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent Decree 
authorising the importation into Spain of frozen meat to 
be used in the manufacture of sausages. All consignments 
will be subject to inspection by the veterinary officers 
attached to the Customs Department. 


URUGUAY 
TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


Recent Decrees make the following modifications of 
Uruguayan Customs duties : — 


Natural siik yarn for weaving is to be dutiable under the 
““ Raw Materials ”’ section of the Tariff at the rate (includ- 
ing surtax) of Y per cent. on a valuation of 8 pesos per 
kilog. net weight. 


Potatoes,—The duty of 20 cts. per 10 kilogs. on potatoes, 
which had been withdrawn, was reimposed on October 22. 


Surtax on Chemicals, etc.—In order to raise funds for 
the Institute of Industrial Chemistry, a Customs surtax has 
been imposed on certain chemicals, glue, colours, etc. This 
surtax is 1} per cent, ad valorem for goods of the kind 
specified included in the ‘‘ Drugs and Chemical Products ’”’ 
section of the Tariff, and 1 per cent. ad valorem for goods 
of the kinds specified included in the ‘‘ Raw Materials ”’ 
section of the Tariff. 


CERTAIN IMPORT DUTIES INCREASED 


The Uruguayan ‘‘ Diario Oficial ’’ of October 17 contains 
a Decree, dated October 6, issued under the power conferred 
on the Government by the recent Uruguayan Budget Law to 
impose a duty of 48 per cent. ad valorem (plus surtaxes, 
which amount to 14 per cent. ad valorem) on imported goods 
of kinds manufactured in Uruguay. This Decree applies 
the duty in question to a long list of articles covered by 
the Hardware and Ships Stores section of the Tariff and to 
a few items from the Textiles (Tienda y Merceria) section, 
among the goods affected being iron spikes, iron anchors, 
gas lighting apparatus, aluminium wares, iron and steel 
furniture, scales, certain trays, hinges, various chains, cast 
iron and lead tubing, cards, planes, various copper wares, 
building columns of cast iron, metal polishes, tin wares, 
stoves, some kinds of iron, iron and steel tools, east iron 
wares, paints, tinplate, fishing nets, silk and mixed silk 
socks and stockings. Further details of the goods affected 
may be obtained from the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, 1. 


The new duties are to come into force sixty days after 
the date of the Decree, unless enforced previously by 


Parliament. 
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AUSTRALIA 
BILL TO AMEND PREFERENCE CONDITIONS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 5 (page 586), it should be noted 
that the text of the Bill to amend the conditions governing 
the application of the Preferential Tariff in Australia has 
now been received. The text of the proposed new preference

and has now received the reply that the Bill was not passed

GREECE 
PROPOSED INCREASE OF MAXIMUM DUTIES 


H.M. Minister at Athens reports, by telegraph, that 
Bill has been presented to the Greek Chamber providing for 
a tenfold increase of the ‘‘ Maximum ”’ rates of the Greek 
Customs Tariff. The Government is, however, to retain 
its powers to exempt from the ‘‘ Maximum”? Tariff and 
apply the ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff to all or any goods from 
specified countries, even if they have no Customs Agreement 
with Greece. It is proposed to give the measure retrospec- 
tive effect to November 27, but provision is made for the 
exemption from the increase of goods en route, or in 
warehouse. 


[Norge.—As United Kingdom goods receive ‘‘ Conven- 
tional’? Tariff treatment in Greece, they would not be 
affected by the above measure. ] 


NETHERLANDS 


PROPOSED INCREASED DUTIES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘“ B.T.J.” of 
October 22 (page 530) forecasting a general increase in the 
Netherlands Customs Tariff, the Commercial Secretary t 
H.M. Legation at The Hague has now forwarded a trans 
lation of the Bill to impose such increased duties, which has 
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been passed by the Second Chamber of the States General, 
It is expected that the Bill will probably be passed by the 
First Chamber in its present form, in which case the new 
duties will be operative from January 1, 1932, to 
December 31, 1934, inclusive. 


The Bill provides that all goods at present dutiable on an 
ad valorem basis at the rates of 3 per cent., 5 per cent., 
8 per cent., 12 per cent. and 20 per cent. shall become 
dutiable respectively at the increased rates of 4 per cent., 
6 per cent., 10 per cent., 15 per cent., and 25 per cent. 
The Bill also provides for increased specific duties on 
certain classes of goods, as shown in the following table :—

BOOKS RECEIVED 


Japan and the Next World War. Published by The China 
Critic, 50, Peking Road, Shanghai, China. 

Secret Memorial concerning Manchuria, Mongolia, China, 
United States of America, and the world, submitted by General 
Tanaka (the then Premier of Japan) to the Japanese 
Emperor in 1927. 


The Bankers’ Almanac and Year Book for 1931-32. Published 
by Thomas Skinner and Company, Gresham House, Old Broad 
Street, London, E.C. 2. Price 42s. net. (By post, British Isles, 
£2 3s. 6d. per copy; Europe, £2 5s. 3d.; U.S.A. and Canada, 
post and duty-free, 17.50 dollars ; elsewhere, £2 6s. 6d.) 

The ‘‘ Bankers’ Almanac and Year Book ’”’ is now in its 
eighty-seventh edition. Once again the work has been com- 
pletely revised and a further large number of institutions 
added to the Section ‘‘ International Banks,’’ involving expan- 
sion also in the ‘‘ Geographical Index ’’ and ‘‘ Telegraphic 
Addresses’’ Sections. The ‘* Numerical List of British 
Banks,’’ a new feature in last year’s ‘‘ Bankers’ Almanac and 
Year Book,’’ has been augmented by the numbers allocated to 
new branch offices opened since our last issue. 

The decision on September 21, 1931, temporarily to suspend 
the operation of the gold standard and its effects on the foreign 
exchanges of the world are reflected in the tables in the Section 
‘* Foreign Exchanges ’’ (which gives a complex survey of the 
movements of the foreign exchanges by the average rates of 
each week from the beginning of 1929). ; 

An extraordinary amount of British banking and commercial 
history is compressed into the Section ‘‘ Amalgamations and 
Other Changes among Banks ”’; this deals not only with the 
changes of the last few years, but recalls names long since 
forgotten, and forms the most complete record of the kind in 
existence. There is also a diary of important events since 1866. 

Another interesting compilation is that showing the relative 
position of the Banks of Great Britain and Ireland for the pre- 
war year 1914, at the Armistice and for the last six years, which 
indicates (to take only one item) that the deposits of these banks 
totalled £1,320,607,463 before the war, £2,587,828,952 at 
1919-20, £2,415,565,138 at 1925-26, £2,448,778,848 at 1926-27, 
£2,488,857,938 at 1927-28, £2,554,378,594 at 1928-29 and 
£2,505,729,506 at 1929-30 and £2,581,213,731 at 1930-31. 

Other features of reference include changes in Bank rates in 
England, France, Germany, and Holland since 1844 and Belgium 
since 1851; prices of bar silver since 1835; and weekly average 
prices of gold and silver in recent years. ; 

With regard to ‘‘ Telegraphic Addresses ’’ it may be pointed 
out that these are arranged alphabetically under both the 
names of the banks and the telegraphic addresses, and that 4 
code number is given to each name, whereby the name and 
address of any bank can be transmitted by cable in one word. 
This is useful to bankers and customers in giving instructions 
by cable, 

Owing to pressure of space and to criticisms received regard- 
ing the bulk of the ‘‘ Bankers’ Almanac and Year Book,”’ the 
Section devoted to ‘‘ The Stamp Duties ”’ has been omitted. 

Every effort is made to render the volume as complete 4% 
possible, but the publishers at all times welcome any sugge> 
tions and criticisms which would add still further to the value 
of the book.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR 
THE HEAVY INDUSTRIES SECTION 


The British Industries Fair in Birmingham has received 
an enquiry from the Municipality of Sofia, Bulgaria, for 
steel and cast-iron pipes and fittings for water supply 
purposes to the value of approximately £160,000. 

The enquiry, which is the result of the Fair’s invitation 
to prospective buyers to make use of a new ‘“‘ Index to 
Articles Manufactured,’’ has been passed to exhibitors who 
make pipes and tubes ranging from hundredths-of-an-inch in 
outside diameter to 15-inch bore steel pipes as supplied to 
the Admiralty. Birmingham is the centre of the industry, 
and the factory of one exhibiting firm covers more than 
20 acres. 

Part of the enquiry is for weldless steel piping, some 
modern adaptations of which, as will be shown at the Fair, 
are for wireless masts, bedstead and golf shafts, 


DEMONSTRATION OF ROADMAKING 


A road 60 feet wide and over a quarter of a mile long is 
to be constructed outside the Castle Bromwich Fair Build- 
ings while the Fair is in progress, as a practical demonstra- 
tion by exhibitors in the new section for quarry and road- 
making plant, and will be the biggest demonstration of its 
kind ever carried out. 

Hundreds of tons of stone will be brought from quarries, 
emptied into hoppers and fed into mammoth machines to 
be crushed and graded into several different sizes. The 
graded stone will then be tipped into wagons hauled by 
the latest Diesel locomotives, dumped and elevated to hot 
asphalt and tar macadam mixing plants. 

After treatment the material will be transported by 
special motor vehicles to the road. In the meantime the 
foundations will have been prepared by the latest type giant 
excavators. Expert workmen will lay the materials with 
the help of modern road and path rollers. The whole pro- 
cess from quarry to road will be carried out with the 
minimum of human handling. 

The use of concrete for roads, haunches and kerbs, mixed 
and placed by modern machines, will also be demonstrated, 
together with the application of steel reinforcement. Erec- 
tion of lamp standards, traffic signals, direction signs and 
the modern drainage will complete the exhibit. 

The road, which will run parallel to, and along the north 
side of the Fair buildings, will be put to practical use for 
ery Industries Section of the British Industries Fair 
of 1933.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial, Diplomatic and Consular Services in 
foreign countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial 
or other Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any British trader upon personal 
or written application to the Department at 35, Old Queen 
Street, Westminster, London, S.W. 1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for British trade abroad; general conditions pre- 
vailing in Overseas markets; demand for particular articles 
abroad; nature and extent of foreign competition, and 
suggestions for meeting it; methods of distribution and 
marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, etc., 
abroad; firms at home engaged in particular lines of busi- 
ness; Foreign and Colonial importers of British goods; 
firms or individuals considered suitable to act as represen- 
tatives or agents for British firms; Foreign aud Colonial 
Tariff and Customs Regulations; statistics of Imports or 
Exports; forms of Certificates of Origin; regulations con- 
cerning commercial travellers; Consular Invoices; shipping 
and transport, etc. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES

therefore often be avoided. Should the information required 
not be available in London, the Department will make all 
necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s behalf. 


When making application for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 
(1) The countries concerning which information is 
required ; 
(2) The precise kind of goods; and 
(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required.
